City Employees Sign Three Year Pact 


Without input from the public and 
after brief discussion, thes#hecentia 
City Council Tuesday night ratified 


contracts with three city employee‘ 


groups, extending over a three year 
period of time. Deep 

Included in the 104-pages of legal 
size sheet documents, the contracts 
provide for wage increases varying 
from four per cent to seven per cent 
over each of the three years covered. 

The maximum percentage econo- 
mic increases represented by the 
three year provisions are 8.5 per 


cent for the fiscal year to October, 
-1977 (6 per cent salaries and 2.5 
benefits); 1977/78, 5.5 to 7.5 per 
cent (4 to 6 per cent salary increase 


and 1.5 benefits); and 1978 to 1979, © 


5.5 to 8.5 per cent (4 to 7 per cent 
wages and 1.5 per cent benefits.) 

Taxpayers will be paying total 
benefits for the three year period of 
an increase between 19.5 per cent 
and 24.5 percent. This represents 14 
to 19 per cent in wages and S.5 per 
cent in benefits. 


The negotiations, which first 


began in July, were conducted in 28 


meetings between the city and three. 


city employee labor groups. 

The city council Tuesday night 
also transferred funds from general 
reserves to cover the first nine 
months of increases, roughly 
$98,176. That with the current 
payroll will amount to wages of more 
than $2,637,000 for the present 
fiscal year. 

The Placentia City Employees 
Association and the Placentia 
Mid-Management group, represen- 


ting the bulk of employees signed for 
an immediate 6 per cent increase in 
wages. 

For the next fiscal year the boost 
will be from 4 to 6 per cent, 
depending upon ‘‘cost of living’’ 
data and the following year from 4 
per cent to 7 per cent on the same 
basis. 

The Placentia Police Association, 
negotiating separately, instituted a 
reorganization of police ranks and 
job classifications. 

According to the schedule, a 


police officer will receive a 5 per cent 
salary increase; master police 
officer, 10-per cent above a police 
officer’s salary; a police sergeant, 10 
per cent above the master police 
officer’s salary; a police lieutenant 
7.5 per cent above the police 
sergeant salary and the police 
captain 10 per cent over the police 
lieutenant wage. 

This makes a top to bottom 
increase of 42.5 per cent.

$750 Million Flood 
Project OKed 


Orange County residents won a 
major victory as Congress authoriz- 
ed a Public Works Omnibus Bill 
which includes the Santa Ana River 
Flood Project. 

Fourteen years after the Board of 
Supervisors first requested Con- 
gressional action, news of the 
victory was flashed to Orange 
County officials by Congressman 


Jerry Patterson, former Santa Ana 
mayor and Placentia City Attorney 
and long time advocate for the 
protective measures. 

The Congressional action author- 
izes the Army Corps of Engineers to 
begin work on a project which 
ultimately will furnish flood 
protection for more than two million

salary differential above their basic 
salary based upon education, years 
of service and performance. 

In addition salary increases are 
noted for October, 1977 and 
October, 1978 for an additional 4 to 6 
per cent and 4 to 7 per cent 
respectively under the same 
provisions as approved for other city 
employees. 

Beside the wage _ increases, 
employees negotiated for additional 
benefits including increased city 
contributions toward their depen- 
dents’ premiums; long’ term 
disability insurance; increased 
amounts of life insurance; new 
retirement benefits; compensation 
for unused sick leave at retirement 
and at separation; “‘improvement”’ 
of overtime pay; dental insurance 
and two new holidays. 

Vacation for new employees was 
reduced from three weeks to two 


weeks for their first three years of

The Yorba Linda city official has 
been in the forefront of the fight to 
prevent the airport from becoming a 
reality. Recently he teamed with 
Supervisor Ralph Diedrich to beat 
back another bid by airport 
proponents. They are members of 
the executive committee of the 
Southern California Association of 
Governments (SCAG). 

Wedaa had warned that a new 
Airport and Airway Development 
Act would give proponents of the 
airport another avenue to pursue in: 
their relentless quest. President 
Ford signed the bill.

Teachers OK Pact 
With 5.2% Raise 


A vacillating vote this week 
approved a teacher's contract for the 
Placentia Unified School District 
which carries almost identical 
provisions to the proposal rejected 
two weeks earlier. 

Teacher members of the Placentia 
Unified Education Association 
(PUEA) the bargaining agent, 
ratified the contract with a vote of 
408 to accept and 89 reject. The vote 
was recommended by the PUEA 
governing board. 

An election two weeks ago, on 


almost identical provisions, includ- 
ing the 5.2 per cent wage increase 
and an increase to $20,000 in 
individual life insurance, was 
rejected by PUEA members. The 
vote, then recommended by the 
PUEA advisory board for rejection, 
was discarded with 425 nos and 89 in 
favor. 
The 89 vote exactly reversed in 
position.

HOW MANY WILL BE DENIED? was the question being asked in Placentia 
this week as serious cutbacks in the city’s Senior Citizen TLC program were 
announced. Expected federal funding will not be forthcoming, thereby 
holding the program to a minimum and preventing its expansion.

If the popular acronym TLC 
means Tender Loving Care to the 
rest of the world, in Placentia this 
week it may become Too Little Care. 

The dilemma was in evidence here 
as word was received Monday that 
Placentia’s TLC program will now be 
held at an arbitrary number. The 
change is being mandated by 
cutbacks in federal funds which have 
supported the program designed for 
senior citizens. 

The TLC program in Placentia, 
part of a 17-outlet based county 
effort, actually stands for something 
a little more specific than love and 
care. 

The name of the program is 
Transportation- Lunch -Counseling 
and the part that is in serious 
jeopardy this week is the free lunch 
served to low income seniors five 
days a week at the Whitten 
Community Center. 

The project has recently moved 
from the Backs Community Building

Almost immediately, the Inter- 
County Airport Authority filed a new 
application to conduct an airport 
study. This would be done by the 
Secretary of Transportation. 

According to Wedaa: ‘Under the 
present ground rules, this study will 
likely be approved. If it is approved 
and an_ airport subsequently 
developed, all of North Orange 
County residents will have their way 
of life completely altered by the 
impact of a major jet airport."’ 

Wedaa quoted $52,000 as the 
initial cost of the study, all but 
$5,250 being paid by the federal 
government. Advocate cities of 
Chino, Stanton, Santa Ana and 
Garden Grove would chip in for the 
latter amount. But, Wedaa warned, 
‘This is only the beginning!! Total 
expenditures during the complete 
study will be about $1,000,000!" 

He bemoaned the support the 
ICAA has recently received from 
several Orange County cities and 
groups, including labor organiza- 
tions.

residents of Orange, Riverside and 
San Bernardino Counties. 

Areas primarily affected in the 
city of Placentia run along the Santa 
Ana River basin in the general 
southerly sections of Atwood and La 
Jolla, Ben Minamide, Placentia 
Director of Community Develop- 
ment explained. 

A devastating flood in March 1938 
routed people from their homes in 
this section with several reported 
drowned. Water ascended into 
residences and moved some houses 
from their foundations. The floods 
reportedly rose five feet in five 
minutes. 

The new project would be 
expected to eliminate a recurring 
possibility of the tragedy. 

Measures recommended by the 
Corps Division Engineer will correct 
the existing situation on the Sana 
Ana_ River, it was reported, 
identified by the Corps as the ‘‘worst 
potential flood threat west of the 
Mississippi.” 

Ultimate cost of the project has 
been estimated at 750 million dollars 
but eliminates the threat of a 3.6 
billion dollar potential loss in 
Orange County alone. 

In taking the action authorizing 
the bill, including the Santa Ana 
River project, Congress shortened 
the time frame to eventual 
completion of protective works by 
2-5 years. Figures furnished by the 
Orange County Flood Control 
District indicate savings to the 
county of approximately 73 million 
dollars per year for the lower river 
alone. 

Under normal processing, without 
the Congressional action, the project 
would not expect to reach Congress 
for at least another year with no 
action probable for at least two more 
years. 

Every member of the Congres- 
sional delegations from the three 
counties has actively worked for the 
project in the House of Representa- 
tives with Senators Cranston and 
Tunney supporting it on the Senate 
side. : 

This united effort resulted in the 
Water Resources Committees of 


both Houses taking positive action in 
taking the matter through Congress 
in a very short time. 

The Congressional effort resulted 
in a large degree from the efforts of 
elected county and city officials. The 
Santa Ana River Flood Protection 
Agency came into being less than 
two years ago when the Board of 
Supervisors accepted Chairman 
Ralph Diedrich’s proposal that a 
united effort could be effective. 

Since that time, Supervisors 
Diedrich and Clark’s efforts as 
Commissioners have been augmen- 
ted by mayors and councilmen of 
sixteen Orange County cities 
including Placentia, a representa- 
tive of the Orange County Water 
District. 

In one of its most recent actions 
the Agency early in August 
coordinated testimony of a group of 
elected officials before the Senate 
Water Resources Subcommittee of 
the Public Works Committee. 

Testimony before the Committee 
was furnished by Chairwoman of the 
Agency, Harriett Wieder, mayor of 
Huntington Beach, Supervisor 
Robert Townsend of San Bernardino 
County, Board Chairman Donald 
Shroeder of Riverside County, and 
Orange County Board Chairman 
Ralph Diedrich. The group of 12 
officials was introduced to the 
committee and its purposes 
endorsed by Senator Alan Cranston 
and also endorsed by Senator 
Tunney. 


In its passage through Congress a 
stumbling block developed as the 
two houses approved different 
measures. Coordinated efforts on 
the part of Congressmen from the 
three counties resulted in the House 
version being changed September 
29 to read the way local interests 
desired. 

This version was accepted by the 
Senate in conference committee only 
a few hours before Congress 
adjourned. Final passage of the bill 
by both houses came in the waning 
moments of the second session of 
the 94th Congress early last 
Saturday morning.

In summary the committee stated: 
“The committee believes that the

Placentia now has been given a firm 
quota of 35 lunches a day. This week 
signups for lunch on ensuing days 
were anxious as participants hoped 
to hold their place on the program. 

Many of the people being served 
are handicapped and of minority 
racial backgrounds, Elfega Larsen 
administrative assistant for the 
Project TLC for Orange County 
pointed out. At least fhat is true in 
Placentia and this is a group that has 


high priority in the planned 
program. 
Ms. Larsen’ explained _ that 


transportation costs, inflation, staff 
raises and high insurance rates were 
creating havoc with the budget and 


more monies were simply not 
available. 

The extent of the effect on 
Placentia residents who are 


dependent on the program was not 
immediately apparent. It is expected 
that many, who need the assistance, 
will have to be turned away. They

will, however, be placed ona waiting 
list. 

The TLC project offers some place 
to go and something to do for senior 
citizens, many of whom live alone, 
who otherwise might have little 
contact with the outside world, it 
was pointed out. 

For those who are handicapped, 
have no transportation and cannot 
walk, shuttle bus service is 
provided. Activities start at 10 a.m. 
and continue to 3 p.m. The major 
event of the day is the free hot 
lunch provided at noon. This is 
cooked at the TLC kitchen and 
transported here. Menus are 
nutritionally balanced and appetiz- 
ing. 

Volunteers also are badly needed 
to assist with the program. 

Other local activities include, 
beside the natural camaraderie, any 
type of’counseling the seniors feel 
they need, including advise on 
health care, finances, other 
problems. This is provided by paid 
staff.
